WE LEFT Denmark, as you may 
gathered, with feelings of 


frontier post on the 
left hand side is the 
last Danish baker's 
shop. (It is of course 
also billed as the first 
Danish baker's shop, 
for obvious reasons.) 
We noted this fact 
and went on our way, 
not realizing at the

which is brought. painfully to the at- 
tention of the trayeller is the apparent 
non-transterability of certain human 
skille -from one country to another. 
Why, for Instance, is the manufacture 
of “good shoes, bicycles and toffee a 
British prerogative; the art of the 
chapati an éxclusively Indian possés- 
sion; the knowledge that goes into the 
making of mouth-melting pasta peculiar 
to the Italians? 

I say this bitterly, because it never 
occurred to me for a moment that the 
Germans, that ingenious and pains 
taking people, should be {ignorant of the 
steps that. go to the production of a 
simple loaf of white -bread. 


is wonderful: it appears fresh on the 
breakfast table every morning, along: 
sidé the delicious Danish farm butter. 
The Danes call it Franskbrod, or 
French bread, and they call Danish 
pastries ““Wienerbrod” or. Vienna bread. 
Modest people. 

Well, the Germans can't .make 
either. Their white“Bread is heavy and 
tasteless; their--pastries stodgy and 
entirely without that ethereal lightness 
that makes the “Wienerbrod” of Den- 
mark something to look forward to. 

But they can make rye bread, which 
is a taste that the rest of my family 
has not had the same opportunity to 
acquire ag that granted to me some 
years ago; they can make the best 
sausages I have ever eaten; and their 


beer and white wine are celebrated. 


that deserves mention. 
North Germany and North Holland the 
cattle are of the kind that in England 
are called Friesian, and in North 
America, Holsteins. This is not really 
surprising, when you look at the map,

The house in Thunderbird Park had 
been specially prepared for the occasion. 
‘The canoes which were normally stored 
on the side benches had been . carried 
outside, and the benches were covered 
with sword ferns and rag rugs. The 
women guéste were told to take horie 
the latter, since the widow would not 
use them again. The inside of the door- 
way was festooned with sword fern 
fronds, and to pass und-r them In enier- 
ing the house was a serious and reverent 
act: According to Kwaktutl etiquette, 
those comifig to view the body should 
make &- suriwise-turn just tnside the 
door, cirde the house sunwite, making 
a similar turn behind the coffin and 
again at the door before going out 

The ody was in the,place of honor 


at the rear of the house, in a magnifi- 
cently carved yellow cedar coffin, made 
during the preceding 24 hours by as 
many of his relatives and. descendants 
as had the requisite skills. It was carved 
on the sides and ends with his tribal 
crests, and had-on ‘the top a. wooden 
replica of a copper. The same crrat 
figures were painted on @ great canvas 
that was hung across the back of the 
house 

The body was dressed in an ordinary 
grey suit and lay on a fine Hudson's 
Bay blanket. Chief Martin's magnift- 
cent*-button blanket and the Chilkat 
blanket made for him by his wife when 
he went to London in 1958 were hung 
at the back of the house; his masks 
and headdresses were displayed nearby. 
The many flowers sent by friends and 
admirers were ranged at the ermdis of 
the coffin. 

After the doors of the house were 
closed at 4 p.m., there was a brief prayer 
by Chief Jim King, who acted as. master 
ot ceremonies; The familly said a last 
goodby to the deceased the coffin was 
closed and carried out to be taken to 
HMC Dockyard at Esquimalt. Hére at 6 
pm,, with Navy pallbearers and guard of 
honor, the bedy was piped aboard HMCS 
Ottawa, where the coffin was placed on 
the afterdeck, covered with flowers, and 
guarded by four sentries with fixed bay- 
onets 

As the destroyer escort sailed out of 
Esquimalt Harbor, to take the body to 
Alert. Bay where Chief Martin wishéd to 
be buried, every flag in port dropped to 
hak: mast. This is the first time that the 
Canadian Navy has paid such an honor 
to an Indian. 


Meanwhile, in the Kwakiut) House, « 
mourning song was played on the-tape- 
recorder, while Chief Martin's handsotne 
granddaughters sat in button blankets 
rangéd across the back of thé house. Then 
Chief King sprinkled bird down around 
the house, explaining that the mourning-. 
was over, and all must be happy agdin. 

No one should feel any moré sorrow, 
for Mungo Martin had lived a good and 
full life, and had died without debts’ or 
anything to regret, honored by all. Then 
the fire, which coulfi néver burn th a 
house of death, was kindled in the middle 
of the earth floor, and there followed @ 
series of native dances, the most note 
worthy of which “Were those of the can 
nibal society 

The chief's own masks and blankets 
and cedarbark Headbands were worn by 
the dancers and music was furnished 
by the tape-recordings which he~had 
made. There were only a handf@ of 
white guests present; most of the Ingian 
relatives had brought button blankets, 
cedarbark headbands and ropes, and - 
other dance paraphernalia to wear. The 
dances were impressive and moving. 

Finally delicious smoked salmon, “_ 
bread and butter, and cotfee were served. 
Mrs.. Helen Hunt, the chief's adopted 
daughter, thanked her guests in the 
name of the family: so much honor had 
been done her father that she no longer 
felt like weeping; and she distributed 
gifts to all the guests, pretty silk ker- 
chiefs and brightly striped towels.
